FIFTY-THREE 


Terrible Train Wreck Near Washing- 


ton, D: C., Last Night—One Train 


Plunges Into, Rear of Another. 


Some One to Blame for Appalling Catastrophe—Dispute 


Over Signals — Bodies Hurled Upon Every Side, 


Wreckage Strewing Track for Over 


Quarter of a Mile. 


WASHt>v0TQN,T>ec. 31.—The list of 


dead as- the ie»ult of the appalling wreck 


' «t Terra -Gotta, on the Baltimore and 


Ohio railroad last night had; reached 
fifty-three at noon today,'forty-five of 
whom have been identified. Inquiry at 
the various hospitals of the city where 
the injured have been taken 
shows a 


number of persons whose condition 13 
regarded as hopeless. The injured num- 
ber over fifty. 


THE STORIES DIFFER. 


It is understood railroad officials are 


making a searching investigation. Two 
distinct: stories are today being told by 
the friends of those who will naturally 
be implicated. 


The members of the crew of the train 


causing the wreck were placed under 
arrest by the local police. The entrance 
to the block on which the accident oc- 
curred is at Silver Spring, Md. It is 
said local No. 66, from Frederick, had 
entered the block with a clear track. 
Two green lights were then set on the 
Rigual tower, showing that the block 
was occupied. The engineer of 
the 


•Mead" tVaiu which was following, ac- 
cordingly slowed down ns he entered the 
block, to rail -'-'cautiously,"- At the Ta,. 
konm station near the center of tho 
block, it is soid the day' operator had 
tied do\yn white signals showing a clear 
track,'and left his station. 


FORGED AHEAD FULL SPEED. 
At this indication, the engineer of the 


"dead" train crowded on all steam nnd 
forged ahead at tremendous speed in the 
dark and fopgy night and on a slippery 
track. It was only a few minutes until 
the huge engine of the "dend" train 
plunged into the rear of the local, just 
pulling out of TCITU Cottn; .'and only 
three miles from V.'ashington. 


Operator Philipps, at Takoma denies 


lhat his sip-iinls were white. He declares 
he-was at his post and that red signals 
were set. showing occupied1-tracks. He 
was much .astonished to see the "dead" 
train rush past, and expected it to slow 
down and back up. Instead he heard of 
the accident in a few minutes.-'. 


LOST HUSBAND. 


While the wreck has brought 
the 


deepest sorrow to scores of Washington 
liomes, a triple portion visited that of 
Dr. E. 0. Belt, who left his wife with 
his two sons .Edward and St. Clair. Mrs. 
Belt was at .'home nursing the youngest 
son', Norvelle, three years old, who has a 
broken leg.' Hearing of the wreck and 
Taiowing her' husband nnd sons were on 
the train, it was with increasing horror 
»he waited in vain their coming. She 
summoned Dr. Morton Griffith and start- 
ed him in search of the missing ones. Dr. 
Griffith first visited the hospitals and 
then turned to the morgue. Here he 
found the father and one'of the boys. 
The little fellow's body was badly man- 
gled, and nothing but the trunk of Dr. 
Bolt remained. Later, the other lad, St. 
Clair, was located in a hospital where he 
died. 


BODIES ON EVERY SIDE. 


Tho scrne after the accident \vns sick- 


ening. Bodies had been hurled on every 
xidc and it was after midnight before all 
the dead had been collected nnd plneocl 
on the special train to be brought to 
this city, ft was only a few 
minutes 


after the collision until nearly all the 
rwidentB of Terra Cotta, a sparsely set- 
tled village had gathered nt the scene of 
the disaster and begun the work of re- 
moving the dead ;and rescuing the injur- 
ed from beneath the musses of debris. 
The workers labored under great diffi- 
culties for many of the 
injured 
were 


wedged beneath the wreckage, uml num-- 
bers of them died before they could be 
rCfC-ud. The many acts of heroism nnd' 
self sacrifices that wore performed will 
never be known. 


A detachment of forty policemen wore 


•erit from Washington and nearly fifty 
physiciwis from this oily and the sub 


the great pile of wreckage, which was 
strewn-for fully. a quarter of a mile 
along the track. As the injured were 
taken from under the debris and while 
the physicians were giving them all the 
relief possible, Catholic priests were ad 
ministering the last rites to many of the 
dying.

The polioc also^aweBted niany:'hTCmbers 
of an important group of- terroristic So- 
cial revolutionists and captured accord 
ing to a report, a. list of twenty-soven 
high officials who had been sentenced to 
death. Finally it is asserted that the 
police accidentally obtained information 
which frustrated a plot to blow up a 
number of pei'sons at a conference which 
was to be held in the near future. 


"ASSASSINATIONS CONTINUE. 
LODZ, Russian Poland, Dec. 31.—Skir- 


mishes, resulting in occasional fatalities, 
ooritinue to take place between the. so- 
cialist and nationalist, factions.. During 
the night six persons were killed or 
\vounded. A funeral procession which 
wus escorting, the bodies of four of the 
murdered nationalists to the cemetery 
today was atacked by a socialist who 
shot ar.d killed one -mourner, 'wounded 
two others and dispersed the cortege.

ALL UNDER CIVIL SERVICE 


WITH FEW EXCEPTIONS 


MADISON, Dec. 31.—According to nn 


opinion rendered by Attorney 
General 


Sturdevant, all employes of the legisla- 
ture, except the chief of clerks nnd ser- 
geants at armf, ot' the two houses, are 
subject to the state civil service law .and 
must be appointed from lists of eligibles 
furnished by the state civil service com- 
mission. This is a reversal of an opin- 
ion given by him in September, when he 
held that only stenographers and type- 
.writers employed by the legislature came 
under the civil service law., The civil 
sen-ice commission met in special session 
Saturday night and decided to hold an 
examination for nil of the positions in- 
volved, 'except stenographers and type- 
•writers, in all of the assembly districts 
of the state on Jan. 8. The legislature 
will convene on Jim.

POLICE GET TO WORK. 


When the police were informed of the 


case the young operator was instructed. 
to come to the police office and relate hie 
experience. , This he did but could give 
the officers no definite description- of the 
two .men who had done the work. He 
stated thatrthey were about of the same 
height and weight, about 5 ft. 8 in. tall, 
one of them weaving a block soft hat' 
and the other being similarly attired. He 
said that they left the station by -the- 
cast door. After the robbery, he spoke. 
to two men who were outside but they 
had not seen, the two men who. had com- 
mitted the-: holdup, they evidently hav- 
ing arrived after the occurrence. 


' STATION ROBBED. BEFORE.

. HOW CASE HINGES. 


The Milwaukee case hinges around the

MODE OF DISAPPEARANCE. 


The date' of his disappearance was five 


years ngo last-September.- With his wife 
and two children he lived' at Kbkomo. 
One night he signified his intention 'of 
visiting Chicago • on business. Taking 
his wife to the Borne 'of his father he 
started for'-the depot, to'take the'll:30 
.tr.iin. 
He Tfras to have been'ba'ok in 


three days, but 'did not come. Then in- 
quiry was made, but no one had seen 
him take the train for Chicago," nor tad 
he been in.that city, no far as anyone 
knew. 
A hundred 
different 
theories 


were advanced as to where he was, but 
were never verified. Th'fnct that he had 
experienced reverses and had little cap- 
ital and was disappointed in not suc- 
cessfully promoting

given as the reason of his going away. 


IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


For the first time the true story of

Instead of taking 
the train at Kokomo for Chicago he 
boafded the train for St. Louis, passing 
through Kokomo at 12:30. A couple of 
years after this a Racine man happen- 
ed to be at New Orleans. He met Allan 
Showmen on the street, spoke to him, 
but Shewmon refused to recognize MB 
former friend. This man turned and fol- 
lowed Shewmon and forced himself upon 
the man. Shewmon then talked and he 
told him he.had left'.Kokomo with.only 
$15 in his pocket, reached St. Louis and 
was soon with'out means.

Africa; with a load of mules, the 
war with England being on at that time. 
Pawning his watch he took a train for 
New Orleans, shipped on the boat ns a 
common laborer and sailed.for

Africa. He was promoted and was about,

•mules and horses. He further told the 
Rncine roan that he wa.s down and out 
and that was the reason he loft Kokomo, 
shedding tears of sorrow as he revealed 
his story.

,els in November, 1805. For the eleven 
months of the present year, grain re 
ceipts aggregated 722,044,871 bushels, ex. 
ceeding like months in 190S by more than 
11,500,000. Decreases occurred in

receipts of wheat, barley and rye were 
offset however, by an increase in the 
receipts of corn and oats. 


Domestic cotton sight receipts during

fiioner Leupp, of the Indian office, will 
ask congress to legalize the practice of 
the department, in permitting 
white, 


children to enter Indian Echocls on the 
same basis as Indian children are per- 
mitted to enter white schools. It is a 
policy of the Indian office to break up 
the Indian reservation wherever possi- 
ble, allot the lands owned by the Indi- 
ans and put the wards of the govern- 
ment on self supporting footing. 


To do this effectively old barriers are 


being broken down and the. Indiana in 
many sections of the country are attend- 
ing the district school*, the Indian bur- 
eau paying into the county or state 
treasury the coat per capita of the In- 
dians education a* assessed against the 
white child, which amounts to ahout $2 
per quwter. In many localities of tho 
west and northwest, Indian schools are 
the only schools in widely separated are- 
as. It has been Commissioner Leuppe's 
policy to permit, wbtte children to enjoy 
the privileges of education granted In- 
dian children on the theory that there 
was no law against such a policy and 
he is now preparing an amendment to 
the Indian appropriation bill now pend- 
ing before the senate- committee on In- 
dian affairs, affirming the position he has 
taken.

CHANGE IN CONSTRUCTION. 


While here Mr.. Conover • stated that 


in tho future the jails built in the state 
of Wisconsin would probably be changed 
materially in their -construction. During 
the past several years, they have bnilt 
constructed with steel, cages in the cen- 
ter of the main structure, with double 
deck cells, that is cells on top of each, 
other, sometimes running up two and 
three stories high. 


The board will recommend that this 


style of cell be abolished and that all 
cello hereafter be located on one floor. 
The idea ia that it is a more economical 
manner of building and better for the 
officers, giving prisoners less chance of 
working to escape, without being dis- 
covered. 


The Racine jail is a double decker fa 


the main part where the steel cage is 
located, but there are single cells to the 
south and also on the second floor. Of 
course the jails now built will remain 
and, no changes are anticipated. .

When he left a place 
he was vary particular to remove his 
clothing aud change the address of a 
newspaper he subscribed for. 


NEVER SEEN AT CORLISS. 


"He left all of his clothing at Har- 


raann's, *did not change the address of 
his caper and has half a months wsgc* 
coming. At the time he left ha was 
dressed in his old clothing. What, hia 
object was to visit Corliss he failed to 
state. Men who know him well at Cor- 
liss, state that he never showed up 
there. 


'Farmers living on the road between 


the Hann.ann farm and Corliss, remem- 
ber iating seen him walking along the 
highway and that is all. 
Of course he 


may have quietly taken a train at Cor- 
liss and went to some other section of 
the country, but it is gtrajige he never 
sent for his trunk and wages. 


"Search has been made in the fields 


for several miles, 
some thinking ho 


might have taken sick, lay down in soina 
haystack or building and perhaps died 
from exposure."

Forecasting.—The weather 
in Australia have lately 


«ilopted a system of numerical qualifica- 
tion of their 
prognostications 
which 


should do much to increase public con- 
fidence. 


As every one knows, the government 


iorcaster is not infallible, but there nre 
occasions when the conditions are such 
a* to warrant the most positive declara- 
tions in regard to approaching weather 
conditions, while, on the other hand, tha 
meteorological conditions may be so nice- 
ly balanced that tha best the forecaster 
can do is to hazard n guess. It is to 
eliminate the latter forcast from 
the 


average that the Australian government 
observers have adopted the system of 


, numerical qualification referred to above. 


For instance, the figure (3) following 


any statement indicates that it may be 
relied upon with absolute certainty. Sim- 
ilarly, the'figure W indicates that the 
forecast is tolerably certain, which may 
be interpreted to iliean failure once in 
ten times. On the other hand, the fig- 
ure (3) signifies doubtful; the figure (2) 
means just possible, but not likely. If 
showers arc indicated, for example, they 
will not be heavy even if they occutat 
all.' The iiguru (1) carries
